The Applicant's arguments regarding Clainn 1,13, 26, 29, and 30 are not persuasive. 

Regarding Claim 1 and 26, Chapman in combination with Brown fully covers the Applicant's invention. Chapman does discloses 
"receiving a plurality of records, each containing profile data input by a new user" see Fig. 2 item 18, 20, 22, where the user logs into the 
system using login data. Chapman discloses the similarity searching the profile data against a suspended list see Fig. 3 item 52 & Col 6 
Ln 58-Col 7 Ln 6, where the users entries is checked against a list of unauthorized{suspended) users for a match. Chapman further 
discloses the checking for whether the user access is restricted and further a review process of checking how long the restriction or has it 
been restored see Col 6 Ln 41-53, where the results of the search is checked and based on the result the access is granted or denied. 



Regarding Claim 13, 29 and 30, The Examiner's argument is mentioned above and in addition Brown discloses the review process 
involving weights see Col 14 Ln 8-14. where Brown uses similiarity search to further confirm a match. 
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
